On the 27th instant, the entire Japanese 
forces delivered a concerted attack, which 
restlted (about sunset) ia the whole Ruagian 
position falling into their hands, 

Japanese casualties numbered about two 
thonsand. , 

At the eame time, the more westerly 
army of Japan marched ioto Anshantien: 
which place the Russians evacuated witho ut 
resistance, 

Both Japanese arinies continued to press 
the retreating Russians, some detachmenta 
heing sent to intercept their escapo,. The 
movement was successful. The Russians 
fled towards Liaoyang in the utmost con: 
fusion, 

During this rout, the Jupanese maintained 
a heavy fire, from which the Russians were 
seen to be suffering heavily.
